The first attempts to gew by machivery date
as Iar buck as the year 1765; bul the prachion-
pility of the Sewing Machine, as & subsijtute for
hand labor, uniting fabrics by means of seam:s
of continuous stitohes, was not fully establshed
until nearly a century later. The inveatiye
minds of Edrope falled in their offorts to reduce
to practice the ides of Machine Sewing, and 1t |
was left for the genius of Amerlea 1o produce
and give to the world the first practionl Scewing
Machine. Of the usetulness ot this inyeotion it
is unnecessary to spoak st this Iate day, The

rejudioes that impeded its early introauction

ave long since been sWopt away by the stern
facte whicn its every-day sucoesses practioally
demonstrate; and for the last ten years the
Sewing Machine has been uuiversally recop-
nized u& o necessity in the mavufacture or put-
ting together of eviry known deseription of
textile tabrie, and ao important dddition to the
household economy,

As mannfscturers wnd inventors, Grover &
Baker are the most prominent names ideniificd
with the Sewing Maching, Elias Howe invented
the Shuttle Stiten Maechine, but did not manu-
{acture more than wete necessary Lo use us
maodels 10 his lawsnits, until after the Sewing
Maocline was made practiosl and useful by sub-
gequent inventors, A. B, Wilson improved on
the feeding mechanism of Howe's Muchine, and
invented n substitute for the Howe shuttle in
the rotary hook ot the Wheeler & Wilson Ma-
chine, wlﬂrh makes the shuttle stitch by & dif-
ferent mechanism, Grover & Beker invented
the Machine making the Grover & Baker Elastic
Stitoh, and huve been manutacturing thelr Ma-
chines ever since the taking ont of their patent.
There are over 160,000 ot the Grover & Baker
Elustle Stiteli Machines now in use, which is
abundant evidence that the excellencies of this
stitch are apprecinted by tne public.

Qoon atter Howe's invention became known,
4 pumber of manufacturers ol Sewing Machines
appeared in e fiela, each with some lattle at-
wehment or improvement, on the strength o
which they soueht 10 ldv.nlil",' themselves with
the Sewing Muchine in the public mind, Nearly
all (hese mude Shattle Stitch Machiues, and it
was thelr interest in common to cry down and
dumage, to the extent ol their ability, their (or
misable rivil, the Grover & Baker Elastic Stitch
Muchine; and no means, honorable or otherwise,
were spared by them to prejudice the puoblic
ugainst it Despite all this up,msmon, the
Grover & Baker Machines gradually but surely
worked their way nto the foremost place in

The Compeny's manufactory 18 at Boston, and
they bave wholeaale depots in all the principal
cities o1 the Unlon; in San Fraucisco, in Lonaon
and Liverpool, England; and Melbourne, Aus-
tralin, Agencice are also established 1n all the
other leading cities of the Old World, und in
aimost avery village of the New. The Comoany
conduct twenty-our establishments in their
own name, and employ in contection with them
over 300 clerks, salesmen, mechanies, and ope-
rators, Al tne Factory, in the muanufacture of
Machines, Stands, Osbinets, ele., between four
and five bundred banpds are employed, capable
af turning cut complete from thiriy to forcy
thousand Machines per annum,

The Grover & Baker Bewing Machine makes a
double thread Elastic Buitch, and forms a seam
of great strength and beauty, peculiarly adapted
for family sewing, and the manufucture of
zoods where nrmness and elasticity of seam are
required, The mechanism of the machine is
simple, the parts few, its movements quier, and
the method of opsration essily acquired. It uses
the thread directly from the specl as purcnased.
One side of the seam ean be made highly orna-
mental tor embroidering, by using colored silk
or worsted. )

The importance of Grover & Baker's mven-
tions will be more apparent when it is under-
stood tuat the prineiple o1 the Grover & Baker
Machines is entirely difterent trom that of the
Howe Machine and all those muking the Howe
Shuttle Stitch, amouge which are the Singer,
Wheeler & Wilson, Florence, ete. The Grover &
Baker Machine, making the doubls thread Elas-
tic stiteh, from the time of il8 invention, in
1851, has inken ils position as a competitor for
public favor sgainst the vutire cluss of Machines
descended from the Howe Shuitle invention,
and buses its clnims for superiority over these,
not on any improvemont on or atischment to
the Machine that Howe iovented, but on me-

sohanism of an entirely different principle, form-
ing a seam postessing qualities impossible of
attalpment by any Machine making the shuttie
Stiteh of Howe. When treating the subject of
Sewing Machiues, therefore. it is only necessury
to held in view the two principles of torming
a seam with two threads by machinery, viz.,
the Shuttle Stitch and the Grover & Daker Elua-
ue Stiteh,

It 15 not only unnecessary, but leads to con-
fusion, to speak ol this Bhuttle Stitch Machine
or that Lock Stivch Machine, tor, by whoever
manufactured or by wharever aame It may be
known, the shurtle and Lock Stitch are iaenti
cal, and it pogsesses the sume merits and the
same fanlts that it had twenty years ago, Those
contemplating tue use ol Sewing Muchines in
thetr business or their homes should stiach as
much importance to the selection of the one or
the other principle as if they were determining
the choloe between band and muchine sewing.
There are a gréat. many uses, in mauulsotories
and families, to which the Grover & Bakers
Stiteh cun be successfully applied, in which the
Shuttle Stiteh would be utterly useless, whale
there 15 no use to which the latler can be up-

slted that the former will not accompdish,

here both prineiples cau be applied to toe
spme uses with comparatively equal suceess, it
is of little importance which is adopted. Toere
are, bowever, numerous employments for the
Bewing Machioe where the superiority of oue

kind 15 s0o murked thal & wrong conclusion
a8 1o the stitch best suited would result in
fallure,
